It is not delay ed, as is the imp act of an in­ 
terrup tion in coal mining, or steel making One instant 
the serv ice is there The nex t instant, the p ublic has 
discov ered something is wrong /Drily an electric p ower 
strike comp ares with it in sp ontaneity of inconv en­ 
ience. 
Yet. not long ago a large p art of Pittsburgh's p op ­ 
ulation managed to sweat out the inconv enience of a 
p ower strike lor many weeks. Coal users throughout 
the country , inured to the strike tactics ol John 
Lewis, hav e m ade the necessary adjustm ent by switch­ 
ing to other fuels. This is not to say strikes in basic 
industries can be borne with equanimity , but it is to 
suggest that the strike weap on has been used so often 
it has created in the p ublic mind a state of resigna­ 
tion which robs it of much of its former terror. 
The mass o f the p eop le, with imp erturbability which 
is rare among indiv iduals, can accep t the f a d of a 
strike without hy steria. Ex p erience has taught the 
p ublic that its necessities and lux uries are disp ensable 
Many of them were fastened to the p ublic only by 
habit, and habit can be broken. There is today only 
a fraction of the consternation formerly created by 
ev en the threat of a mass strike W hatev er else v erti­ 
cal unionism with its weap on of p ublic inconv enience
